At Grunberg, in Prussian Silesia, a fire which originated in apartments above an oil- 
shop spread so rapidly, that twenty-seven houses were destroyed 2 it, could be 
checked, and no less than 170 persons were rendered homeless. 


The Cheyenne Indians who have been guilty, according to a New York 3 of 
raiding beyond their “ reservation,” and who have killed several settlers, are to be pun- 
ished, a cavalry regiment having been ordered from Ashland, Montana, for that purpose. 


Queenstown, June 9.—Tho splendid Anchor line steamer, City of Rome, has narrowly 
escaped shipwreck, having gone on Fasnet Rock in a dense fog yesterday morning. She 
was ultimately floated again, but for a time intense excitement en among her 
thousand passengers. 

New York, June 5th.—An almost unexampled fatality has taken wets at Bliesman, 
in Dakota. In the course of a severe thunderstorm, a schoolhouse at that place was 

struck by lightning, which not only partially demolished the buildiug, but killed no 
fewer than sixteen of the scholars. 
A Berlin telegram says that the Tagblatt of Saturday evening, June 7th, stakes that 
General Verdy du Vernois, Minister of War, declared at Friday’s sitting of the military 
‘committee of the Reichstag, that a credit of 200,000,000 marks would be necessary for 
the building of strategical railways. 

New York, June 5th.—The steamer Majestic arrived yesterday, having made Roche’s 
Point, Sandy Hook, in 6 days, 4 hours and 8 minutes from Liverpool. This surpasses | 
the western records of the City of New York and Re but is some hours behind the 
record of the City of Paris. 

New York, June 5th.—The intense heat which ‘continues 18 1 by a water 
famine. The main reservoir is receding two inches per day, and few buildings are sup- 
plied above the first floor. The new aqueduct cannot give any relief before July 10th, 
and the situation is #0 serious that every effort must be made to check the waste. Politi - 
cal jobbery has brought this plight upon the city. : 

It is estimated that the German language is now spoken by about 60,000,000 people, 
the French by 45,000,000, and the English by 120,000,000. The number speaking the 
English language has increased much more rapidly in the past fifty years, than those 
speaking other languages. For many centuries past the French was the most generally 
spoken, and was the diplomatic language. The English has gradually taken precedence. 

New York, June 5th.—The latest Newfoundland newspapers received at Halifax, are 
full of bitter invective against the English Government for its supineness concerning the 
fishery matter. The French sailors, it is said, removed the colonists’ nets under the very 
guns of H. M. S. Pelican, and without even a protest from the latter's commander.

Berlin, June 8th.—According to intelligence from Siberia, revolts have broken on at 
the gold mines belonging to the Russian millionaires, Basilewski and Bartaschoff. The 
miners have been goaded into rebellion by starvation wages and ill-treatment. Two 
superintendents, named Risanow and Bastrikoff, have been killed, and all the buildings

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RELIGION AND WORDS. 
Ir one evidence more than another were needed to prove the necessity for 
divine inspiration, as well as to evince the nothingness of human wisdom, 
it can easily be found in the war which has been waged, since the second 
century of the Christian era, over the meaning of words. : 

“Words are the’ arbitrary marks of men’s ideas, and the meaning of 
words, as well as the words themselves, are constantly changing. We gee 
by the innumerable verbal disputes which take place among learned men, 
how different their ideas are; and probably there are not half-a-dozen such 
persons who, when they talk or write in the abstract, have precisely the 
same ideas, even though they use precisely the same words. In proof of 
this assertion, we have only to mention that Osiander, a learned divine of 
the 13th century, says in his Polemical Discourses (page 452), “There are 
twenty several opinions concerning ‘justification,’ all drawn from the 
Scriptures, by men of the Augustine confession; sixteen several opinions 
doncerning original sin; and as many disti nections of the Sacraments as 
there are sects of men that disagre about dem.“ 

One remarkable instance of the change of ideas caused by the 1 
of words, is to be found in the difference of opinion existing between the 
early Christians and those who usurp the name to-day, in reference to 
the doctrine of spirits. Like the Latter-day Saints, the primitive Chris- 
tians did not believe a spirit to be immaterial, but only a thinner sort of 
body.” This they not only believed in reference to the souls of men and 
to the angels, but also to God Himself, as can be seen by reference to the 
book written in defense of this view by Melito, one of the early Fathers, 
in A.D. 170.

And later 
on in the same chapter he states the famous dictum—thil tncorporale 
nisi quod non est There is nothing incorporate save that which has no ex- 
istence.

As the 
learned Dr. Chillingworth says: “I see plain with my own — that there 
are Popes against Popes, Councils against Councils; some Fathers against 
others; the same Fathers against themselves; a consent of Fathers of one 

age against a consent of Fathers of another, and the Church of one age

If men, notwithstanding that they pretend to be authorized to preach 
the Gospel, go into what they term Holy Orders,“ as others take to a 
trade, resolving to make the best of its mysteries (and all trades have their 
mysteries); ; and since they are thus bound to maintain those doctrines 
Which maintain them; can these men be proper persons for the laity. to 

depend on in the choice of a religion? Or, alternately, are they who are 
not permitted to choose their own religion, fitted to choose for or teach to 
others? In this case, in very deed, “the blind lead the blind into the 
ditch.” 

It has been the general practice with the introducers of civil tyranny 
to retain the old names, even when they changed the form of government. 
We see to-day, for instance, the United States Government practising the 
most abominable tyranny, and doing so under the guise of constitutional . 
law. So has it been and is with en tyranta, and the people 
whose souls they hold in fetters. 

One notable instance of the benen of the words of Scripture is 
manifest in the ordinance of baptism. All the world knows that to bap- 
tize means to immerse; the word has not been translated, but naturalized, 
and the custom now prevalent in Christendom is a striking illustration of 
the wisdom of the wise having perished. 

Why men will persist in accepting the opinions of learned divines, ute 
the Fountain Head of all knowledge is accessible, is indeed a little difficult 
te.comprehend. And to those who pin their faith to the Bible, how slen- 
der is the assurance that they ‘now that what the Book contains is true. 
For as things stand at present, there are no less than 30,000 different 
translations of the New Testament; and how can any one, without nome 
supernstyral guidance, tell which, or if any of these is the right one!? 
And where we, see that each translator has suited the translation to.his 
ideas, and not his ideas to the translation, many passages and texts hate 
crept in, some of which could not have been in the originals, and others of 
vital importance have been altogether omitted. Who can donbt, for one 
1 th t if we could but discover the original epistles of the apostles,

unless we have a Divine Guide to demonstrate what is the truth. == 

St. Jerome, probably one of the most learned of the early Fathers, 
writing of those who even then had begun to prostitute the Scriptures, 


Says, They wrote not what they found, but what they wished.” And 


the learned Dr. Gregory, of Oxford, says, “There is no author * 
that has suffered so much by the hand of time as the Bible has?“ 
It is, indeed, no small comfort to the Latter-day Saints, that es are 
so fortunate as to obtain from God Himself all the knowledge which. they 
possess. Especially is it so, since we find that men of the most enlightened 
intelligence have, by the use of flowing phrases and erudite opinions, con- 
fused themselves to begin with, and ended by filling the whole world with 
useless criticisms and trifling disputes. We assert most categorically, 
that without the light of revelation it is simply an impossibility for any 
to profit by a perusal of the Scriptures. Without that light the world is 
compelled to accept a book mutilated and hashed out of all shape of 
recognition, and used by hundreds of jarring sects, each of which, by the 
use of words, endeavors to satisfy itself that it is right, and to prove that 
everyone else is wrong. Never since the creation of the world has there 
been so great a necessity for the divine mandate to thunder forth again, 
Fiat Luxa—Let there be light. | G. F. P.
